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Marshall 
remembered 
as a hero 

first nations Donald Mar¬ 
shall Jr. spent his life shy¬ 
ing away from his iconic 
status, but in death com¬ 
munity members say he 
will be remembered as a 
hero. 

Marshall’s contributions 
to Canada’s First Nations 
people are undeniable, said 
his nephew Glen Gould. 

“He’ll definitely be re¬ 
membered as a hero; defi¬ 
nitely a role model for abo¬ 
riginal people,” he said. 

Marshall died Thursday 
from complications due to 
a double¬ 
lung trans¬ 
plant. Fami¬ 
ly members 
decided a 
day earlier 
to remove 
the 55-year- 
old Member- 
tou man Donald 
ffomaventi- Marshall Jr. 
lator. 

Marshall spent 11 years 
in prison for a murder he 
didn’t commit, during 
which time he maintained 
his innocence. In 1983, he 
was acquitted on all 
charges and an inquiry lat¬ 
er found racism and in¬ 
competence played a role 
in his conviction. 

His exoneration would 
lead to improved race rela¬ 
tions in the Nova Scotia jus¬ 
tice system. 

Marshall stood against 
the courts again in 1993 for 
First Nations treaty fishing 
rights. Due to his persever¬ 
ance, the Supreme Court of 
Canada ruled in R v. Mar¬ 
shall in 1999 that native 
people could hunt and fish 
to earn a moderate living. 

“He was very humble 
about it, you know, he did¬ 
n’t know his stature,” said 
Gould. “He was always at a 
ground level with every¬ 
body.”

Family looking for closure 

Four years later, Readers still wondering what happened

As dusk falls Friday, the 
Reader family will start at 
their Clayton Park home 
and end at the street cor¬ 
ner where their eldest boy 
was found unconscious, 
completing the walk that 
he never did before he 
was killed four years ago. 

Jonathan Reader, 19, was 
found with a massive head 
wound at the intersection 
of Radcliffe Drive and Dun- 
brack Street at 4:10 a.m. 
Aug. 7, 2005, a mere 10 
minutes from where he 
lived with his parents and 
two younger brothers on 
Lanshaw Close. He died in 
hospital a short time later 
and the person or people 
responsible for his death 
are still at large. 

David and Linda Reader 
hope Friday’s walk will 
keep the unsolved murder 
in the public eye, and keep 
their late son’s memory 
alive. 

“It’s symbolic of making 
that last journey for him,” 
David said yesterday of 
what was supposed to be a 
happy occasion for 
Jonathan, who was having 
one last hurrah with 
friends downtown before 
starting commerce courses 
at Saint Mary’s University 
that fall. 

Friday’s event, which 
starts at 7 p.m. at 3 Lan¬ 
shaw Close, will also in¬ 
clude a prayer and speeches 


at the memorial site and 
feature a new song called 
What Happened to Jon, 
written and performed by 
David and family friend Bri¬ 
an Devereaux. 

Neighbour Mel Haclcett 
said the tragic and untime¬ 
ly death “could have hap¬ 
pened to any family.” 

“He was just in the 
wrong place at the wrong 
time — it’s something that 
shouldn’t have happened,” 
Haclcett said. 

Linda said she has been 


on a roller coaster of emo¬ 
tions for four years, from 
deep appreciation for those 
who have offered their sup¬ 
port to the realization that 
the very core of her belief 
system has been rocked. 
“You take every day as a 
new day.” 

The Justice Department 
is offering a reward of 
$150,000 for information 
leading to an arrest and 
conviction, something 
Jonathan’s parents believe 
will help them heal.

“Somebody famous said 
‘the truth will set you 
free,”’ David said. “Well, it 
will set us free.” 

Investigators have made 
some “positive steps” in the 
case of Jonathan Reader’s 
murder, but still need more 
help from the public, a Hal¬ 
ifax Regional Police 
spokesman said yesterday. 

“We were able to last 
track his movements at 
3:20 a.m.,” Const. Brian Pal- 
meter said. “He was at the 
Dutch Village Esso.” 

Palmeter said that means 
“something happened” be¬ 
tween about 3:40 and 4:10 
a.m. Aug. 7, 2005. 

“We’re looking for the 
people that might have 
been up in that area around 
that time, if they’d seen 
anything at all, to contact 
police.”

2007, are divided between 
two routes. 

They can invoke the In¬ 
voluntary Treatment Act 
and send the individual to 
hospital. But Moore said 
most officers instead 
choose the criminal court 
route because provincial 
policies urge it in cases of 
domestic violence. 

Moore said sometimes 
individuals should be sent 
to hospital instead, but of¬ 
ficers might not know it 
is an option. He testified 
there are gaps between 


the two systems and peo¬ 
ple cannot move easily be¬ 
tween them. 

“Right now once they 
enter the (Involuntary 
Treatment Act) they go 
that way and I wouldn’t 
say police lose control of 
the individ¬ 
ual, but 

they’re in the 
medical sys¬ 
tem and we’re 
not normally 
there,” he 
said. “If they 
go the other 
way they’re 
controlled but 
they’re not 
necessarily 
medically 


treated.” 

Moore said if the indi¬ 
vidual isn’t sent for med¬ 
ical help immediately, it 
can’t happen again until 
late in the system after a 
judge has seen them. He 
said he’d like to see diver¬ 
sion made easier such as 
in other jurisdictions. 

Just after Hyde was 
Tasered but shortly before 
his death a doctor wrote a 
note saying he should be 
returned to hospital. 
Moore said there is no 
mechanism for police to 
have made that happen. 


Child porn charges laid 
against Sackville man 


crime A 57-year-old Lower 
Sackville man is facing sev¬ 
eral child pornography 
charges after police offi¬ 
cers seized evidence from 
his home early Thursday 
morning.

health About 20 people 
wearing spandex and 
sneakers stood in a line 
across a gravel path in 
Point Pleasant Park Tues¬ 
day evening. Only one 
thing was missing: The cig¬ 
arettes they usually smoke. 

“Three, two, one and 
go,” shouted their coach, 
who wore a T-shirt with 
pink lungs on the back, 
and the group lurched 
across a rough line drawn 
in the gravel. With sweat 
dripping from their faces, 
they ran. Some jogged. A 
couple people walked. 

Nine weeks ago, each of 
them set individual goals, 
said Louis Brill, CEO of the 
Lung Association of Nova 
Scotia, as he watched them 
go. Each person commit¬ 
ted to run farther or faster 
by this weekend. 

They’ve been training 
twice a week since June for 
Sunday, when they will 
run five kilometers for the 


Credit Union Atlantic Lung 
Run. 

“They think it’s weird 
that the lung association is 
doing this,” Brill said. The 
career coach started the pi¬ 
lot project — the first of its 


kind in the country — be¬ 
cause he said society needs 
to start treating people 
who smoke like people 
who have an addiction, 
rather than calling them 
“smokers.” 


“The reason this pro¬ 
gram started, how it start¬ 
ed, is we get the stats that 
20 per cent of Nova Sco¬ 
tians smoke. It’s high,” he 
said. 

“The big stat that 
jumped out at me was that 
80 per cent of smokers 
want to quit. But we’re 
treating them, like, pater¬ 
nalistic. They’re not kids. 
They’re business people, 
they’re doctors, lawyers. 
They know they’ve got an 
addiction. A different ap¬ 
proach needs to be taken.” 

The pack returned, run¬ 
ning back towards the 
starting line. Brill high- 
fived a couple of runners, 
then clapped to encourage 
them. Sandra MacLeod was 
among them, red faced but 
smiling. 

“They’re supportive, 
they’re lcnowledgable. (The 
fact that) they’re motiva¬ 
tional is the big thing,” she 
said. “When you stop 
smoking you tend to lose 
motivation, and by doing 
this I’m hoping to get that 
back.” 


Green leader pledges 
to file records on time

work on time after another 
warning from Elections 
Nova Scotia this week. 

Ryan Watson, who an¬ 
nounced last month he 
will resign once a new 
leader is chosen in the fall, 
said Tuesday the Greens 
are “on track” to send in 
candidate expense reports 
by Aug. 18, as well as to 
meet another deadline in 
October. 

The Greens were sup¬ 
posed to submit financial 
records, including donor 
contributions, in April, but 
didn’t do so until July, fol¬ 
lowing a threat from the 
province’s chief electoral 


officer, Christine McCul¬ 
loch, that their party could 
face deregistration. 

McCulloch met with 
Watson and the party’s of¬ 
ficial agent Kathryn Her¬ 
bert on Tuesday to discuss 
the future of the Greens. 

Elections Nova Scotia 
spokesperson Dana Doiron 
said the outcome of that 
meeting is that the Green 
party is still under review, 
with McCulloch to decide 
whether to deregister the 
Greens depending on how 
they deal with upcoming 
deadlines. 

Watson said he hopes to 
end his career as leader on 
“an upbeat note” at his 
party’s annual general 
meeting this fall. 

“It’s definitely been im¬ 
portant to ... see this 
through and get this situa¬ 
tion sorted out,” he said.

Invisible barriers still remain for women 



- qual Voice has re¬ 
newed its efforts to 


- rectify the under¬

office. In 2007, Quebec Pre¬ 
mier Jean Charest broke 
new ground with the first 
cabinet in North America to 
have equal representation of 
women. 

But Canada is 48th in the 
world with 21 per cent 
women in Parliament, a 
marginal increase from 18 
per cent in 1993. Gendered 
notions of leadership are 
deeply ingrained in our cul¬ 
ture and reinforced at eveiy 
turn. Media coverage of fe¬ 
male leaders — whether for¬ 


mer prime minister Kim 
Campbell or U.S. Democrat¬ 
ic leadership candidate 
Hillary Clinton — reveals 
subtle but profound biases. 
They are held to a higher 
standard and less likely to 
be recognized for their 
achievements. As Ann 
Richards, the late governor 
of Texas, said, “Ginger 
Rogers did eveiything Fred 
Astaire did. Backwards and 
in high heels.” 

Hidden assumptions rein¬ 
force the “glass ceiling” 
across sectors. In spite of un¬ 
deniable progress — women 
now comprise 30 per cent of 
senior managers in large 
banks in Canada compared 
to seven per cent in 1991 — 
invisible barriers remain. 

A study of Canadian man¬ 
agers by Ryerson’s Diversity 
Institute and Catalyst 
showed corporate women 


believed they were held to a 
higher standard. Helman and 
Hayes confirmed that 
women’s achievements are 
usually devalued. Research 
shows they must be more 
“likable" than men and are 
often punished for behav¬ 
iours that are rewarded in 
men. “Strong” females are 
generally disliked while as¬ 
sertive men are “admired.” 
“He is decisive. She is a b—.” 
When women are labelled 
“control freaks,” men, acting 
the same way, are seen as 
“highly committed.” 

At the same time, the so¬ 
cialization of girls tends to 
limit expectations and self- 
confidence. In Grade 3 stan¬ 
dardized tests, girls outper¬ 
form boys in both math and 
English. But when asked, 
“Are you good at math or 
English?” boys were more 
likely to say yes to both. This 


confidence gap continues as 
they climb the corporate 
ladder — women are less 
likely to broadcast their 
achievements than men and 
are less likely to negotiate 
for raises and promotions. 
They are more likely to 
blame themselves for fail¬ 
ures and share the credit for 
successes than men. 

In spite of the undeniable 
progress, there is still work 
to be done and it must focus 
on multiple levels. Among 
the priorities? Representa¬ 
tion of women leaders in the 
media; policies and practices 
in organizations; and early 
education to ensure girls 
aim high, and give and take 
credit where credit is due.

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Credit delinquency soaring 


Canadians are missing 
credit payments at “an 
ever-increasing rate/’ 
fuelling a 24 per cent jump 
in annualized national 
delinquency rate in June, 
says a new report by 
Equifax Canada. 

The credit bureau re¬ 
leased data Thursday 
showing the average delin¬ 
quency rate for Canada 
was 1.56 per cent at the 
end of June. In addition to 


the double-digit year-over- 
year increase, that rate 
rose three per cent over 
the prior month. 

Equifax defines delin¬ 
quent bills as those that 
are at least 90 days over¬ 
due. Its data show that No¬ 
va Scotia has the highest 
delinquency rate among 
the provinces at 2.09 per 
cent, while Saskatchewan 
had the lowest at 1.24 per 
cent. Ontario’s rate was 


Highest city rate 

• Toronto continues to have 
the highest city delinquency 
rate at 2.03 per cent, even 
though its yearly increase 
rate is 20.12 per cent, which 
is below the national aver¬ 
age.

Canadian insurers 
offer mixed message 

Varied profits, dividend cut send shares down 


Back to basics 


Shares of Canada’s big 
insurers sank Thursday 
after the three big lifecos 
reported mixed profits, 
and a dividend cut by 
Manulife overshadowed 
gains in equity 
investments. 

While the second quar¬ 
ter showed Manulife Fi¬ 
nancial Corp., Sun Life Fi¬ 
nancial Inc. and Great 
West Lifeco Inc. had 
turned the corner after last 
year’s stock market down¬ 
turn hit their huge invest¬ 
ment portfolios, they also 
made several cautious 
moves that spooked in¬ 
vestors.

While all three insurers 
notched profits — after three 
awful quarters in which such

— the dividend cut by Man- 

Manulife, reported a 75 per 
cent surge in profit, handi¬ 
ly beating analysts’ expec¬ 
tations, but its surprise de¬ 
cision to cut its dividend in 
half sent the shares 14.8 
per cent lower in Toronto 
trade. 

Sun Life, the country’s 
No. 3 insurer, wasn’t far 
behind.

The value of permits 
climbed one per cent in the

Cheremetiev returning 
to play for Mooseheads

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hockey If Yuri Chere¬ 
metiev’s conditioning is as 
good as it’s said to be, he 
could have a banner season 
in Halifax. 

The 20-year-old forward 
informed the Halifax 
Mooseheads on Thursday 
he will return to the team 
this season after spending 
the past three weeks trying 
out at a training camp with 
CSKA Moscow of the Konti- 
nental Hockey League. 

Cheremetiev tied for the 
team lead in scoring last 
season with 22 goals and 
27 assists for 49 points in 
65 games.

Our Olympic soul

r. Gene Sutton did¬ 
n’t look much like 
an Olympian. She 
resembled a kind¬ 
ly aunt or maybe your 
biggest fan. You know, the 
sort of person that was al¬ 
ways there to support you 
when you played that cru¬ 
cial game or doubted your¬ 
self the most. She was 
there when you competed 
on your own. You looked 
up and there was Gene 
cheering you on — cheer¬ 
ing all of Canada on. 

She was a big part of the 
Olympic soul in this coun¬ 
try and now she’s gone. 

For many years Gene Sut¬ 
ton was the unsung hero of 
the Canadian Olympic 
Committee, who sat on its 
executive council and re¬ 
minded its board of direc¬ 
tors that the Olympics 
should be about more than 



making money and sacrific¬ 
ing principle in order to win 
the most medals. 

“I call her the conscience 
of the Olympic movement 
in Canada,” Chris Rudge, 
the head of the COC, has of¬ 
ten said. 

As the longtime chair of 
the Canadian Olympic 
Academy, the educational 
wing of the movement, 
Gene Sutton sent pilgrims 
to Olympia in ancient 
Greece to get in 
touch with the roots 
of the Olympics. 

“It was a life chang¬ 
ing experience for 
me,” recalled gym¬ 
nast Alexandra Orlan¬ 
do, who competed in 



Beijing and only re- Gene Sutton 
cently returned from 
the International Olympic 
Academy to learn of her 
mentor’s Aug. 2 death. 

“I’m still in shock,” Orlan¬ 
do said. 

Gene Sutton worked tire¬ 
lessly in an effort to bring 
the Commonwealth Games 
to Hamilton and was a driv¬ 
ing force behind the Pan 
American Games bid for 
2015. She taught sport and 
recreation at Mohawk Col¬ 


lege and judged gymnastics 
on a national and interna¬ 
tional level since anyone 
can remember. 

In 2003, Gene led Team 
Canada as the chef de mis¬ 
sion at the Pan Am Games 
in the Dominican Republic. 
Everyone swears she attend¬ 
ed every event anyone who 
wore a Maple Leaf was in¬ 
volved in. She was the con¬ 
stant presence and the con¬ 
summate cheerleader. 

Gene was most at 
home in Olympia at 
the International 
Olympic Academy, a 
place she had lec¬ 
tured at many times. 
Maybe it was because 
she found like-mind¬ 
ed people there from 
all over the world. 


“It is the most beautiful 
and inspiring place I’ve ever 
been and I can’t wait to get 
back,” she once told me. 

Maybe Gene Sutton is on 
her way there now to be at 
peace with her Olympic 
soulmates.

If there’s one thing Eric Ba- 
na and Rachel McAdams 
appear to share, it’s 
timing.

In Julie & Julia, director 
Nora Ephron weaves 
together two stories that 
take place in different 
centuries, countries and 
cultures, but inspired by a 
single force of nature — 
the iconoclastic Julia Child 
whose passion for French 
cooking changed North 
American cuisine. 

Child’s stoiy, based on 
her memoir My Life in 
France, focuses primarily 
on her culinary adventures 
in Paris in the fifties, where 
she developed her palate, 
skills and landmark book 
Mastering the Art of French 
Cooking (for “servantless 
Americans”). 

The second story takes 


place in blogger Julie Pow¬ 
ell’s grimy Long Island 
apartment, circa 2002, 
based on her book Julie and 
Julia: 365 Days, 524 

Recipes, 1 Tiny Apartment. 

Powell set about a Her¬ 
culean task; to prepare 
every recipe in Child’s 
cookbook and write about 
it. The blog became a sensa¬ 
tion, then a book, a play 
and now this film. 

Meiyl Streep is sensation¬ 
al, eerily spot on as Child, a 
larger than life character — 
literally and figuratively — 
with a booming yet oddly 
sing song voice and brim¬ 
ming with fearless positivi¬ 
ty. Streep is intense and 
precise; even as she gives 
space to let Child, an origi¬ 
nal thinker, break loose 
from convention. 

Adams, in her second 
project with Streep, plays 
Powell as endearing and or¬ 
dinary. A mere mortal who 
challenges Child, she hopes 
that her quest will give 
shape and meaning to her 
life. But Powell is no Child. 

While Powell is conven¬ 


tional, if ambitious, Child is 
playfully daring in her pur¬ 
suit of food. Her chapters 
are sublime, like great 
French cuisine, and fun. Ul¬ 
timately, the combination 
of Streep’s performance 
and Julia Child’s personali¬ 
ty is so strong that the Pow¬ 
ell chapters suffer. 


Even the cinematogra¬ 
phy unfairly compares Pow¬ 
ell’s poorly lit wallcup 
world to Child’s gold toned 
sensual one. But they tend 
to balance each other and 
save us from too much of 
the other.

Piven's got The Goods

Sharlto Copley still blush¬ 
es a bit when referred to 
as an “actor.” Which is al¬ 
most understandable — 
District 9 is, after all, his 
first feature-length film in 
front of the camera. 

But he seems to forget 
that he plays the lead, an 
ad-libbed one that actually 
requires two distinct char¬ 
acters (and sets of DNA). 

For part one of the sci-fi 
film he’s Wikus Van De 
Merwe, a frighteningly un¬ 
qualified government offi¬ 
cial charged with relocat¬ 
ing South Africa’s unruly 
population of extraterres¬ 
trials. But after a little 
mishap leaves Wikus with 
alien genes, Copley switch¬ 
es seamlessly into a full- 
on, ray gun-wielding ac¬ 
tion star — complete with 
a lobster-lilce E.T. arm. 

“I like the guy in the be¬ 
ginning,” says Copley with 


a quick laugh of his duel 
roles. “It was interesting, 
because when we started 
the movie I definitely had 
a handle of what the nerdy 
guy was going to be like — 
this bureaucrat, this guy 
who’s sort of insecure try¬ 
ing to act like he’s always 
in control of things.” 

Not that he wasn’t pre¬ 
pared for Wikus 2.0 — 
mild-mannered and 

thoughtful off the job, 
Copley is an intense, be¬ 
lievable badass on screen. 

“It was a real explo¬ 
ration as all his beliefs and 
all his values are chal¬ 
lenged; his family, his sup¬ 
port structure goes,” he 
says of developing his in¬ 
creasingly less-human 
character. “He’s just left 
with sort of more of his 
raw essence that was hid¬ 
ing under all of that stuff.” 

But for all of its action 
sequences, District 9 can’t 
simply be written off as a 
summer blockbuster. After 
an opening scene vaguely 


reminiscent of Independ¬ 
ence Day, these aliens are 
facing persecution and 
rights violations in a South 
African slum — a situation 
not lost on Cape Town resi¬ 
dent Copley. 

“The science fiction I en¬ 
joy has a depth to it,” he 
says of the genre’s possibil¬ 
ities. “It works on both lev¬ 


els: It works very success¬ 
fully as a popcorn movie 
that grabs you from the be¬ 
ginning and takes you on 
this ride, but it also creates 
this space for you to look 
at what it means to be a 
human being and how you 
treat not only other hu¬ 
mans, but all life forms on 
the planet.”

Jeremy Piven may finally 
be growing up. 

Not only will the 44-year- 
old star of HBO’s Entourage 
finally be making the leap 
to leading man in next Fri¬ 
day’s release of The Goods: 
Live Hard, Sell Hard, but 
the role had him reflecting 
on his own life. 

“I don’t judge my charac¬ 
ter, I love him and in cer¬ 
tain ways he’s very much 
like me,” said Piven about 
playing a sleazy used car 
salesmen. “I’m a guy who’d 
love to settle down, like to 
have a family and part of 
my character’s journey is 
‘my God, what am I doing 
with my life?”’ 

The story of a rag-tag 
travelling auto sales res¬ 
cue-squad may have Piven 
empathizing with his aim¬ 
less character, but it was 
the chance to headline a 
film that got his attention. 

“(Until now), the roles 
that were available to me in 
movies were as the best 
friend. At a certain point 


you go, ‘Well, I don’t know 
if I want to retread over 
that again,”’ said Piven. “I 
would like to take the lead 
now... fifty movies into it.” 

Piven is in good hands, 
too. Produced by Will Ferrell 
and Adam McKay, The 
Goods embraces the brand 
clever but childish humour 
that the duo established in 
hits such as Anchorman and 
Step Brothers. 

“They happen to be real¬ 
ly, really smart and make 
highly insightful comedies 
— both low brow and high 
brow — kind of a unibrow 
comedy, if you will,” he 
said. 

With a leading man ca¬ 
reer in sight, fans may won¬ 
der whether Piven will keep 
with his day job as Ari Gold 
on Entourage. Not to worry, 
says Piven. “This is my 
favourite season ... All the 
guys get to finally grow 
up,” said Piven, perhaps 
with more introspection 
than he realizes. “At a cer¬ 
tain point you have to kind 
of grow up.”

Amos attracted to sin 

Singer-songwriter redefines the definition of power

In a traditional 
understanding of power, 
Tori Amos says there are 
two kinds of people: 

Those with authority, and 
those with money. 

“But that doesn’t mean 
that’s the kind of power 
that I’m attracted to,” says 
the famed feminist Ameri¬ 
can singer/songwriter, now 
London-based. 

Though she says it took 
her many years to realize 
the ability to earn and ex¬ 
ert control over another 
doesn’t posit power, Amos 
explores her redefinition 
on her latest album, Ab¬ 
normally Attracted to Sin. 

“Abnormal,” in this 
sense, refers not to Amos’ 
escalated inclination to¬ 
ward sin, but how her at¬ 
traction is uncharacteristic 
as a result of the discovery 
that sin need not be de¬ 
fined by the power struc¬ 
tures that have historically 
deemed sexuality and spir¬ 
ituality as incompatible. 

“Those are almost words 
sort of like ketchup and 
mustard,” she says, “Let’s 
take it to erotica.” 

The difficulty of integrat¬ 
ing erotica into their lives 
is a constant recurring 
theme Amos says she’s no¬ 


ticed in women from cul¬ 
tures around the world as 
she travels more and lis¬ 
tens to their stories. 

“They have a hard time 
equating anything in their 
life with the concept of 
what would be an aphro¬ 
disiac,” she says, “I’m not 
saying they don’t find 
(pleasure) in their life, but 


they just feel as if this raw 
passion cannot be accessed 
if you’re going to walk a 
spiritual path or step into 
some kind of mother¬ 
hood.” 

Such submission to the 
power of a spiritual au¬ 
thority is but a microcosm 
of the greater social effects 
of power Amos sees, which

she says are shattering due 
to the shifting of power’s 
popular notions. 

“If it goes in change, 
then there are going to be 
a lot of unsuccessful peo¬ 
ple around the world be¬ 
cause, for such a long time, 
it’s been if you’re a 
provider or what you can 
manifest as far as the phys¬ 
ical world goes — being 
able to get a property and 
get a job and all that type 
of stuff,” she says, “There 
are a lot of people who are 
losing all kinds of things, 
like their jobs.” 

But it’s amidst signifi¬ 
cant loss that Amos has 
found what the real defini¬ 
tion of power is. And meas¬ 
ured by her own interpre¬ 
tation, it’s an ability she’s 
long possessed — creation. 

“I’ve seen people who 
are able to create out of de¬ 
struction. They’re able to 
survive in a world when 
everything is changing,” 
she says. “Those kinds of 
people, with the ability to 
survive turbulent times ... 
that’s power.” 


Depeche Mode 
bounces back

he most startling 
stat anyone can 
tell you about De¬ 
peche Mode is this: 
Since the group’s 
inception in 1980, they 
have sold 100,000,000 
records. One. Hundred. Mil¬ 
lion. 

Through 14 studio al¬ 
bums, several live records 
and unaccountable remix¬ 
es, Depeche Mode has sur¬ 
vived catastrophes that 
would have destroyed less¬ 
er bands. 

The first crisis came af¬ 
ter Depeche Mode’s first 
tour when chief song¬ 
writer, Vince Clarke, decid¬ 
ed to quit. The second 
tsunami surrounded the 
Songs of Faith and Devo¬ 
tion tour in 1993-94 that 
involved (a) grand mal 
seizures; (b) nervous break¬ 
downs; (c) the departure of 
keyboardist/programmer, 
Alan Wilder; and (d) the 
clinical death and long re¬ 
hab of singer Dave Gahan. 

Gahan figured in the 
most recent crises, too, al¬ 
though he can hardly be 


faulted for anything. A sus¬ 
pected case of food poison¬ 
ing picked up around his 
47th birthday in early May 
turned out to be a malig¬ 
nant tumour on his blad¬ 
der. The tour had just re¬ 
started when Dave suf¬ 
fered a torn calf muscle 
that was initially mistaken 
for a twisted ankle. More 
cancelled shows. 

Yet here I am, backstage 
in Toronto at the first show 
of the North American leg 
of the Sounds of the Uni¬ 
verse tour with Martin 
Gore and Andrew Fletcher. 

“To be honest,” says 
Fletcher, “this has been 
most strange since this has 
been our most successful 
tour. And also calamitous 
at the same time.” 

“It’s also ironic because 
we’re in a better state than 
we’ve ever been for any 
tour,” adds Gore. “As a 
band, we were more pre¬ 
pared, physically fitter and 
two shows in, we had to 
take a three-week break.” 

“Dave has taken these 
knocks in a really great 
way,” says Fletcher, “But 
he’s very competitive. He’s 
really been performing 
like he’s never performed. 
Now we’re hoping for a 
nice run of normal gigs.”

More laughs, less talk 

Host Jay Leno promises ‘something for everyone' on new show 


Talk show host Jay Leno 
promised Wednesday his 
new prime-time show 
starting next month 
would feature more come¬ 
dy, fewer celebrities 
promoting new projects 
and would get guests out 
of their seats. 

Leno said he was plan¬ 
ning a regular comedy seg¬ 
ment with NBC news an¬ 
chor Brian Williams and 
was building a “green car” 
racetrack outside his new 
studio where celebrities, 
possibly including Tom 
Cruise, would power 
around in a high-perfor¬ 
mance electric car chal¬ 
lenge. 

Old favorites from Leno’s 
17-year stint on NBC’s The 
Tonight Show like the open¬ 
ing comedy monologue will 
remain, but his familiar 
desk is being jettisoned and 
popular segments like “Jay¬ 
walking,” in which he inter¬ 
views people on sidewalks, 
will move to the latter half 
of The Jay Leno Show. 

“There will be something 
for everyone. Hopefully it 
will play across the board,” 
Leno told television critics 
at a gathering to showcase 
upcoming programs. “It 
won’t be a talk show and it 
won’t be a variety show 
with wigs and hats on.” 

Leno, who ended his run 
on The Tonight Show in

May as the late-night ratings 
king, said there would be 
less music and likely just 
one or two guests instead of 
three. He declined to reveal 
who would be among the 
first stars on his show. 

The decision by strug¬ 
gling NBC to broadcast The 
Jay Leno Show at 10 p.m. 
five nights a week is being 
watched carefully as the tel¬ 
evision industry seeks to cut 
costs and retain audiences 
who have deserted TV in 
droves for video games, so¬ 
cial networking sites and 
other forms of entertain¬ 
ment. 

But NBC executives said 
they had no ratings target 
by which to measure its 
success and that research 
had shown audiences were 
hungry for comedy at 10 
p.m. as an alternative to 
scripted dramas on rival 
networks at that hour. 

“It is a marathon. (Suc¬ 
cess) is not going to be de¬ 
termined in the first five 
days of the show,” said An¬ 
gela Bromstad, NBC’s 
prime-time entertainment 
chief. 

Leno laughed off the idea 


he was under pressure to 
“save” NBC, which is lag¬ 
ging behind the other lead¬ 
ing networks CBS, Fox and 
ABC in the ratings. 

“I am not here to save the 
network! Screw the net¬ 
work!” he said. “I am excit¬ 
ed about it. I think it will be 
a lot of fun. If we go down 
in flames, we will be laugh¬ 
ing on the way down, be¬ 
lieve me.” 

Leno said he planned to 
introduce new comedians 
on the show, which pre¬ 
mieres on Sept. 14. 

Stand-up comic 
D.L. Hughley will 
be a regular 
guest correspon¬ 
dent on politics, 
and Leno said 
he was work¬ 
ing with 

Williams on a 
comic seg¬ 

ment about 
news items 
that had not 
made the news. 

Leno, 59, ac¬ 
knowledged he 
had become a lit¬ 
tle complacent af¬ 
ter so many years 


on The Tonight Show and 
was now running four miles

Manson murders’ ’lookout’ 

New docudrama focuses on family member Linda Kasabian

The toughest part of mak¬ 
ing the docudrama Man- 
son wasn’t the recreating 
of the brutal Tate/LaBianca 
murders. It was locating 
the focus of the film — 
Manson family member 
Linda Kasabian. 

Kasabian — the so-called 
“lookout” for the murders 
— had been in hiding for 
decades. So it took some 
professional detec¬ 
tive work by the 
Toronto-based 
Cineflix to lo¬ 
cate her. 

Convincing 
her to do 
the inter¬ 
view was an¬ 
other matter. 

“It took months 
and months to track her 
down,” says executive pro¬ 
ducer Nick Godwin. “She 
had vowed never to talk 
about it again, so we 
weren’t sure she’d be will¬ 
ing to do the interview ’til 
days before (filming).” 



But Kasabian did finally 
agree, traveling to Toronto 
for the interview. 

“She was very apprehen¬ 
sive and nervous. In the first 
day, it took literally three, 
four hours to get her on 
camera,” says Godwin. “As 
time went on, she opened 
up and began to trust us.” 

Combining interviews 
with Kasabian, chief prose¬ 
cutor Vincent Bugliosi, for¬ 
mer family member 

Catharine Share and effec¬ 
tive dramatic re-cre¬ 
ations, Manson tells 
the harrowing tale 
of how young, sin¬ 
gle mother 

Kasabian came 
under the influ¬ 
ence of Charles 
Manson (played by 
Adam Wilson). What 
started off as a refuge 
for the desperate Kasabian, 
quickly turned nightmarish. 

Still, though the docud- 
rama’s sympathies are 
squarely with Kasabian — 
who never personally com¬ 
mitted any of the murders

31 years and the basterds are back

When audiences filter into 
their local theatres later 
this month to see Inglouri- 
ous Basterds, the seventh 
him from art/trash flick ar¬ 
chitect Quentin Tarantino, 
most of them will be com¬ 
pletely unaware of the 
movie’s not-quite- 
Hollywood origins. 

Tarantino based his epic 
Brad Pitt starring Second 
World War fantasy on a grit¬ 
ty, ultra violent 1978 Italian 
exploitation film called The 
Inglorious Bastards, direct¬ 
ed by legendary eurotrash 
helmer Enzo Castellari and 
starring both ex-football 
hero Fred (The Hammer) 
Williamson and ex-pat 


Swedish actor Bo Svenson. 

The original film — re-is- 
sued recently on blu-ray 
from Severin Entertain¬ 
ment — remains a cult clas¬ 
sic of its kind and Svenson 
(who, along with Castellari, 
makes a cameo in Taranti¬ 
no’s redux) told Metro 
about why he thinks it still 
endures in counter culture 
circles. 

“It’s just a great, fun, ec¬ 
centric action movie,” says 
the now 68-year-old actor. 

“Enzo was actually a won¬ 
derful director and unfortu¬ 
nately, veiy underrated. But 
Quentin told me he’s been a 
fan of his work all his life 
and apparently he’s not 
alone.” 

Svenson is perhaps best 
known as Joe Don Baker’s 
successor essaying the role 


of vigilante sheriff Buford 
Pusser in the two sequels to 
the hit 1973 thriller Walk¬ 
ing Tall (itself remade in 
2004). But as far as his ca¬ 
reer choices are concerned, 
he does admit to some re¬ 
grets. 

“I screwed up,” says Sven¬ 
son, who also starred in 
Tarantino’s Kill Bill films as 
a preacher. 

“I was starring in real 
films like The Great Waldo 
Pepper with Robert Redford 
before Walking Tall and 
then, suddenly, I was a B- 
movie action hero. I went to 
Italy because the price they 
were offering was right but 
then, no one in Hollywood 
took me seriously anymore. 
Still, I am thankful for the 
niche I carved out for my¬ 
self.”

As far as Tarantino’s loose 
remake is concerned, Sven¬ 
son sees it as just another 
piece of the director’s off¬ 
beat, absurdist cinematic 
puzzle. 

“What Quentin is doing 
with this film is exploring 
the magical ‘what if,”’ he 
says. “Some might quibble 
that Hitler was never in 
Paris just to watch a movie, 
but how do we know he 
wasn’t? You have to trust 
Quentin and just sit back, 
take his hand and let him 
take you on this wild, crazy, 
beautiful ride.”

ANOTHER MYSTERY? A white, 
blood-stained blouse was 
found hanging in Michael 
Jackson’s wardrobe, fe- 
malefirst.co.uk reports. 

The women’s garment 

— which still had its $3.99 
price tag attached — was 
not seized as evidence by 
police officers investigat¬ 
ing the singer’s death, de¬ 
spite legal experts specu¬ 
lating that it may have 
been used to mop up the 
singer’s blood, the website 
adds. 

Lawyer Craig Silverman 

— who is not involved 
with the investigation — 
said: “It’s pretty extraordi- 
naiy that a bloody shirt 


would not have been tak¬ 
en as evidence.” 

A Los Angeles police 
spokesperson refused to 
say why the garment had¬ 
n’t been taken as possible 
evidence. 

The spokesperson said: 
“I don’t know why it was¬ 
n’t taken. Our detectives 
aren’t speaking about the 
investigation so we won’t 
have an answer at the mo¬ 
ment. I don’t foresee one 
for some time.” 

Jackson died on June 25 
from a suspected cardiac 
arrest, and it has been 
widely alleged he was giv¬ 
en the surgical anesthetic 
Propofol by his personal 


physician Dr. Conrad Mur¬ 
ray earlier in the day to 
help him sleep. 

Meanwhile, Jackson’s 
family has reportedly re¬ 
quested a third au¬ 
topsy be carried ^ 
out on the his , " 
body in order ;

ments” to young Cyrus 
fans. 

A police report of that 
incident suggested the 
man had “been camping 
at Tybee for three or four 
days and that he had ob¬ 
served Cyrus on her bal¬ 
cony, that he sent her spe¬ 
cial presents and that he 
(claimed he) was going to 
many Cyrus and even in¬ 
vited the (arresting) police 
officer to the wedding.” 


He was released after 
just a day in custody — a 
decision that was frowned 
upon by the local media 
and lawmakers in Califor¬ 
nia. 

Chatham County Sheriff 
A1 St. Lawrence claimed a 
local jail was too full to 
hold the man and insisted 
he did not pose a threat to 
himself, Cyrus or her fans, 
saying, “If we had heard 
something about this guy 
supposedly being a stalker 
or he had been charged 
with a felony, he wouldn’t 
have been released...”

Greek Pastitsio 

INGREDIENTS: 

6 oz (175 g) elbow 
macaroni 
2 large eggs 

1/2 cup (125 ml) cubed feta 
cheese or 1/3 cup (75 ml) 
grated Parmesan cheese 
1/4 cup (50 ml) 1% milk 
FOR MEAT FILLING: 

12 oz (375 g) lean ground 
lamb or ground beef 
1 large yellow onion, 
chopped 

1 can (14 oz/298 ml) toma¬ 
toes, undrained and cut up 
1 tsp (5 ml) dried oregano 
leaves 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) ground cin¬ 
namon 

1/8 tsp (0.5 ml) each salt 
and black pepper 
2/3 cup (150 ml) grated 
Parmesan cheese 

FOR SAUCE: 

1 1/2 cups (375 ml) 1% 
milk 

2 tbsp (25 ml) all-purpose 
flour 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) each salt and 
black pepper 
1/4 cup (50 ml) grated 
Parmesan cheese 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 350 
F(180 C). Cook macaroni 
according to package 
directions. Drain, rinse, 
and drain again; transfer 
to warm bowl. Separate 
eggs. In small bowl, lightly 
beat yolks; set aside for 
sauce. Stir egg whites, feta 
cheese and 1/4 cup (50 ml) 
milk into macaroni. Set 
aside. 

2. For meat filling: In large 
skillet, cook lamb and 
onion over moderately 
high heat until meat is 
browned. Drain off fat. 

Stir in tomatoes, oregano, 
cinnamon and 1/8 tsp (0.5 
ml) each salt and pepper. 



Bring to boil. Lower heat 
and simmer, covered, 5 
minutes. Remove from 
heat. Stir in 2/3 cup (150 
ml) Parmesan cheese. Lay¬ 
er half of macaroni 
mixture in lightly greased 
8" x 8" x 2" (20 cm x 20 cm 
x 5 cm) baking dish. Top 
with meat filling, then 
with remaining macaroni 
mixture. 

3. For sauce: In medium- 
size pot, whisk together 1 
1/2 cups (375 ml) milk, 
flour and 1/4 tsp (1 ml) 
each salt and pepper. Cook 
over moderate heat, 
whisking constantly, for 8 
minutes or until mixture 
is thickened and bubbly. 
Slowly stir about 1 cup 
(250 ml) hot mixture into 
lightly beaten egg yolks, 
then return mixture to 
pot. Cook, stirring 
constantly, 3 minutes, un¬ 
til mixture thickens. Stir 
in V 4 cup (50 ml) Parmesan 
cheese. 

4. Pour sauce over 
macaroni layer. Bake 30 to 
35 minutes, until heated 
through. Let stand 10 min¬ 
utes, then serve.
